When the commercial peach crop 
in Adams county and neighboring 
fruit sections begins to move to m ar­ 
ket on September I, twenty inspect­ 
ors will be placed at the various 
shipping points and packing houses 
to certify the grade under which the 
fruit will be shipped. 
According to D. M James, super­ 
vising inspector, of the Pennsylvania 
department of agriculture, this year 
promises to be a record one for the 
certification by the state of farm 
products. 
The demands of shippers and 
canners for inspection service great­ 
ly exceeds any previous year. 
The 
inspectors assist growers in m arket­ 
ing well graded fruit. 
Apples In September 
Apple shipments will also start in 
September and more than 25 in­ 
spectors will be required for this 
crop. 
Work is now underway in 
Lancaster county where inspection 
is being made of approximately IOO 
carloads of potatoes. 
Tomato canning is under way in 
Adams and York counties where 14 
inspectors are classifying the loads 
of produce delivered by the growers 
to the ll canning plants in this and 
the neighboring county. The tom a­ 
toes are being harvested from more 
than 1.500 acres all of which is un­ 
der contract. 
Among the other fruits that have 
been inspected by the state depart­ 
ment are 3.000 OOO pounds of cherries, 
500.000 pounds of snap beans and a 
large quantity of lima beans 
At least 70 fruit inspectors will be 
in the field during the height of 
harvest, it has been estimated by 
George A Stuart, director of 
Hie 
bureau of markets.

Breast feeding 
is common for 
practically all babies in India, and 
is continued until the child is about 
eighteen months old, the bureau re­ 
le ts . 
If lack of vitamins is a cause of 
tooth decay, and the mother's milk 
supplies these vitamins, it is be­ 
lieved breast feeding may be an 
important factor in insuring good 
teeth.

Compar­ 
ative figures, moreover, revealed a 
gain of eight for every hundred 
senior high schools during the 
three-year period of 1928-1930. 
The movement naturally has been 
most rapid in the more populous 
and richer districts, statistics com­ 
piled by W. H. Bristow, assistant 
director of high school classifica­ 
tion, .showing that 35 out of 51 first 
class and 52 out of 81 second class 
districts were on the “6-6” plan in 
1930. The percentages were lower 
for the third and fourth class dis­ 
tricts, the figures being 116 out of 
231 and 217 out of 845, respectively. 
By using the ninth grade enroll­ 
ment data as an index. Bristow has 
calculated that 49 out of every IOO 
pupils in that grade in 1930 were 
in schools of tjie “6-6” type. Sim­ 
ilarly, his analysis of the 406.454 
pupils in the high schools that year 
shows 59 out of every hundred to 
have been enrolled in “r-6” organ­ 
izations as against 40 in the old- 
type “8-4” systems and about one 
out of every hundred in vocational 
schools. 
Fundamentally, the junior high 
school Is a transition school, intro­ 
ducing the pupils from the elemen­ 
tary classes to high school work 
gradually.

In all instances they con­ 
stitute the personal element Intend­ 
ed to replace the student’s aimless 
groping or unguided selection of 
courses with sympathetic, experi­ 
enced counsel.

“Though church property values have risen by $14,000,000, the debt 
is up only $1,700,000. Pastors’ salaries show a gain of $500,000 despite 
the depression, which has reduced the total am ount raised by the 
United Church from $16,986,243 rn 1925-26, to $16,421,286 rn the year 
ending December 31, 1930. 
'T hese figures are commended to the attention of those who think 
th a t unification m eans stagnation, th at Methodists, for example, will 
not work for a union organization as they would for the real John 
Wesley brand of church. 
"The United Church enjoys a liealthy growth despite tne unfortun­ 
ate rivalry of the continuing Presbyterians, who press their home mis­ 
sions campaign rn to Northwestern parishes where the union organiza­ 
tion is fully equipped to care for all the Prou*stant people.”

(AP).-—At the rate of 
nearly 2,000 a day. laymen are learn­ 
ing what the solar system is all 
about with little more mental exer­ 
tion than is entailed in attending a 
movie. 
The three-a-day schedule of the 
million-dollar Max Adler planetari­ 
um—the only such edifice in the 
western hemisphere and the most 
elaborate one in the world—finds the 
awesome drama of the heavens con­ 
sistently playing to crowds that tax 
Its 600-seat capacity. 
Sitting in darkness, persons of all 
ages and degrees of cultural attain­ 
ment sec the firmament started, 
stopped, speeded up, , taken apart, 
put together again, brightened, dim­ 
med and otherwise juggled by m a­ 
nipulation of buttons and levers. 
An odd, dumb-bell shaped instru­ 
ment, weighing some three tons, 
costing $75JKK) and driven by seven 
motors, is mounted on a movable 
steel frame in the center of the 
chamber. It constitutes the projec­ 
tion room 
for this astronomical 
movie. 
The operator stands at a 
console-like switchboard at one side. 
The 
instrument, contains 3,000 
parts and has 122 lenses, many of 
which contribute hundreds of “stars” 
to the celestial panoply. 
One end of the “dumb bell” pro­ 
duces the stars In the northern hem­ 
isphere, the other those of the south­ 
ern. A small arrow the light flits 
about the dome to serve as the leer 
turer’s pointer. 
On the linen-lined dome, 68 feet 
in diameter, can be traced, at a few 
deft movements of the operator’s 
fingers, the march of the stars 
through any given night or day, and 
the relative positions of the princi­ 
pal heavenly bodies as of any date 
in past or future centuries. 
The watchers can see also various 
revolutions, distances and speeds of 
certain planets in their relation to 
the sun and moon, the Aurora Bor­ 
ealis, the how and why of eclipses- 
In short, almost any of the details 
of astral operation that are mys­ 
teries to the layman. 
The planetarium has been in oper­ 
ation little more than a year, but 
ranks easily first among the 19 such 
structures in the world in pafron- 
age. 
The demonstrations, given by Di­ 
rector Phillip Fox or Miss Maude 
Bennot, the only woman planetar­ 
ium 
lecturer 
in 
the 
world, 
are 
changed each month. 
At one time a visitor may see the 
heavens whirled about him through 
a day and a night in the space' of 
four minutes. Another time he will 
be shown a .war s celestial move­ 
ments crowded into the one-hour 
lecture.

CHANGE MIND 


Former President Believed To 
Be Waiting For Greater 
Applause. 


Ex-President 
Arturo 
Aiessandri, 
who recently made his second tri­ 
um phant return to Chile after long 
exile, has declined to become a coali­ 
tion candidate for the presidency in 
the election set for September 24. 
But his declination may be merely 
a diplomatic “no’ and subject to a l­ 
teration if the clamor for him con­ 
tinues 
He says public opinion is too 
much divided concerning him and 
that Chilean parties should agree 
upcn a man who can unite warring 
factions and rebuild the economic 
structure of the southern republic. 
Great Popularity 
Aiessandri has always had g re a t; 
popular acclaim in Chile. 
He is a 
whirlwind campaigner, the hero of 
the middle and laboring classes and 
a great vote getter. 
Conversely, the wealthy families 
which control most of the real estate 
and the big business interests have 
never been friendly to him. 
Since 
his student days at the University; 
of Chile he has been active in re­ 
form politics 
He was prominent in 
the Progressive club which brought 
about the revolution in 1891. 
A Goad Debater 
Alcssandri is 63. but in rugged 
health. 
He is a lawyer and was for 
years an effective debater iii the 
lower house of parliament. 
His exile 
was passed chiefly in France and the 
Argentine. He has visited the U nit­ 
ed States several times. 
Like many other liberals. Alessan- 
drl has been more effective as a 
critic Gut of office than as an office­ 
holder. 
He won the presidency by a 
brilliant campaign in 1920. a cam ­ 
paign in which he promised whole­ 
sale social and political reforms. 
The Liberal Alliance supported 
and elected Aiessandri. But he found 
himself helpless to inaugurate his 
promised reforms after he took of- I 
flee. He could not get parliam entary 
support for his liberal program be­ 
cause of a split in the alliance which ! 
elected him.

A military junta took over the 
government,

and tried to run affairs. The junta | 
fell under reactionary influence and 
was forced to call Aiessandri back. 
Ibanez Deposed 
Carlos Ibanez, who has just been 
deposed as president, was among the 
young military officer* who made up 
the junta which brought Aiessandri 
back in the hope of straightening 
out the snarl into which military 
men had involved the governm ent.! 
Aiessandri 
returned 
on condition1 
that he would be perm itted to carry 
out his program for political and so­ 
cial reform. 
A new constitution was 
prepared under Alessandri’s lead er-1 
lup aud adopted by popular vote 
There was much difficulty in ar-5 
ranging for a new president, but

the

conservative 
parties, rather than submit to a 
threat of the military thai it would 
again take over the government, 
agreed upon Emiliano Figueroa as a 
joint candidate. 
He triumphed at I 
the polls and was inaugurated De-; 
rem ber, 1925. 
The Tacuna-Aries plebiscite was 
hanging fire and depressed economic 
conditions and the failure to put 
through social reforms made Figue­ 
roa unpopular 
Carlos Ibanez, as 
minister of war dominated the ad ­ 
ministration and became an effective 
dictator. Figueroa 
resigned 
and 
Ibanez was elected president in 1926 
by an overwhelming majority, only 
to be forced to flee from Chile Ave 
years later. 
Aiessandri was among the hun­

Reich Against Its Enemies

Berlin (AP).—If sheer faith in de­ 
mocracy made presidents of repub­ 
lics. Otto Braun would quickly be­ 
come head of the Germ an reich. 
Since 1918, political weather vanes 
in Germany have been swung by 
varying winds, but one m an has 
stuck to his course consistently, and 
th at is the present prem ier of P rus­ 
sia. 
Interm ittently since 1920 and con­ 
tinuously since 1925, O tto B raun has 
contrived to keep the confidence of 
the Prussian diet, a fact which in 
nolitically turbulent Germ any repre­ 
sents little less th an a miracle. 
The storm of a n ti-republican ele­ 
ments seeking to wrest from him 
control of the most powerful state in 
Germany, 
lost 
its 
plebescite 
by 
3,500.000 votes. 
Under him. Prussia, the nucleus 
of the old empire and stronghold of 
the Hohenzollcrns. has become the 
most liberal state in the republic. 
So thorough-going were his re ­ 
forms and so uncompromising was 
he in pushing them through, th a t 


j the name of Prussia, once indelibly 
associated with junkerism , is today 
synonymous with liberalism, and in 
leactionary circles, even radicalism. 
“Red Prussia,” it is scornfully called 
by H itlertites and nationalists. 
Social problems troubled B raun 
while he was still a young man. Born 
in Koenigsburg, January 28, 1872, he 
went 
through 
the 
elem entary 
schools, served a trade apprentice­ 
ship and became successfully lith- 
cgmpfcer. printer^ publisher and edi­ 
tor. 
But all the while social injus­ 
tice, not business, was uppermost in 
his mind. 
The lot of the agrarian worker, 
tyrannized by the Junker, and kept 
in dire poverty, roused his contem pt 
for the ruling class. 
He read much 
joined the social democratic p a r ty - 
then tile revolutionary party of G er­ 
m any—and 
every

walked 
from village to village, haranguing 
peasants. 
He became a party leader in 1912. 
and the next year was elected m em - 
lx*r oi the Prussian diet. 
His party 
became the guiding force of the rev­ 


o lu tio n and in 1921 he was called on 
to form his first cabinet. 
His unyielding opposition to an y ­ 
thing th a t seemed a n ti-republican 
brought him, iii direct conflict with 
President Hindenburg last summ er. 
He refused to raise the Prussian ban 
on fascist and m ilitary-party u n i­ 
forms in the R hineland until the

President 
declared 
he 
wouldn’t attend the celebration of 
Rhineland freedom unless the steel 
helm eters were perm itted to greet 
him in the uniforms of their organi­ 
zation.

B raun capitulated but only condi­ 
tionally, extracting from the steel 
helm eters a promise th a t no m ilitary 
dem onstrations would be held.

complexion and perfect teeth. 
He 
has long beamed from the forefront 
of the liberal party. 
His party has 
honored him with the posts of pro­ 
vincial 
councilman, representative 
and—three tim es—governor. 
Barcelo, although 
described 
by 
President M achado as one of his 
strongest supporters, has not hesi­ 
tated to differ with policies of the 
national 
adm inistration. 
He o u t­ 
spokenly opposed the 1929 constitu­ 
tional reforms which gave M achado 
an extension in office and is against 
m ilitary intervention in civil affairs. 
His political platform calls for a 
return to the 190t organization, a 
new census, reorganization of the 
political parties and freedom of the 
press. 
Barcelo was brim M arch 12. 1884. 
and taught school until un appoint­ 
m ent as state superintendent of ed ­ 
ucation projected him into political 
activities. 
He m arried in 1904 and 
is the father of eight children. 
His 
wife, like himself, 
was a school 
teacher, and his m other-in-law still 
follows th at profession. 
Visiting the United States recent­ 
ly. Barcelo drove his own autom o­ 
bile as far north as Canada.
